LBJ Names Panel to Study Proposal 
To Shift Funding Activity From CIA

President Johnson yesterday 
named the 18 members of a 
special committee, headed by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
to review recommendations of 
a Government panel that 
looked into financing of 
school and other groups by 
the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy. 

The panel was headed by 
Under Secretary of State Ni- 
cholas de B. Katzenbach. It 
proposed that some sort of 
mechanism be set up to pro- 
vide openly Federal funds for 
overseas operations of private 
organizations deserving public 
support
